NOTE: Applicant has amended claim 21 to include the limitation "obtaining observatory data from a remote observatory 
and inputting the observatory data into the computer. Examiner has given thoughtful consideration to this amendment in 
regards to the prior art previously applied and determine whether the amendment puts the application in a better light for 
allowance consideration as Applicant argues. While the either of a remote observatory presents a new issue that would 
entail research, the use of a remote observatory might be obvious as implied in Applicant's invention. Page 7 of the 
specification states "In the actual calculation of the accumulated dose to which a person is exposedduring a flight, the data 
available from any observatories, such as the Apatityobservatory on the Kola peninsula in Russia, and may particularly be 
processed inthe CARI-6 programme described below in the Annex 1 and Annex 2 or alternatively, dosimetric data from 
more than one observatory or more than one server may be used in combination in order to Improve the accuracy of the 
calculation programme. " The current prior art utilizes radiation data. It would be obvious that if such data were not 
obtainable on board the airline it would be obtainable remotely . (See 37 CFR 1.116 and 41.33(a)).
